ELBERTON, Ga., May 26.—John 
Downer, negro, tonight was sentenced 
to die June 15 in the electric climir 
at Milledgeville. following conviction 
on a charge of criminally assaulting 
a 20-year-old Elbert county girl.

jiry debated Downer's fate only six 
minutes after being given the case at 
9:45 o'clock. The verdict was reach- 
el] on the first ballot. 

Before passing sentence, Judge Ber- 
ry T. Moseley asked Downer if he 
had anything to say. The negro 
raised his right hand and said: 
“Judge, before God, I didn’t do it.” 
Defense attorneys are — undecided | 
whether or not the case will be ap- 
pealed, 


After sentence was passed, more 
than 500 spectators who jammed ‘the 
courtroom ge the day, quietly 
dispersed while 200 national guards- 
men stood within or near-by the court 
house. A few minutes later, Downer 
and three other negroes originally 
suspected, of the crime, were escorted 
under guard to the railroad station 
and placed on a train which left for 
Atlanta. Downer will be held tem- 
porarily in Fulton Tower for safe 
keeping. The three others will be re- 
leased. 

Judge Moseley thanked Colonel 
Gerald P. O'Keeffe, commanding the 
national guard detachment, for the 
manner in which the situation was 
handled. Colonel O'Keeffe replied that 
the task was made easy through the 
splendid co- operation of Elberton of- 
ficials and citizens. 

The trial of the negro opened at 9 
o clock this morning and arguments 
were begun late this “afternoon. Down- 
er, one of the last witnesses for the 
defense, testified he was innocent of 
the charge and made a blanket denial 
of all accusations. Earlier in the 
day, pesitive identification of the de- 
fendant was made from the witness 
stand by the victim of the attack and 
her companion.

Dies in Atlanta 


CHARLES W. ADAMSON. 


GHARLES ANSI 


‘Cedartown Businessman | 
Was ‘Leading Georgia’ 
Citizen for 40 Years. 


Charles W. Adamson “Sr., 72, of 
Cedartown, for nearly half a century 
a leader in civic, industrial and po- 
litieal circles in- Georgia, died at the 
Crawford W. Long Memorial hospital 
here early Tuesday night. He under- 
went an operation here five days ago. 

A native of Philadelphia, Mr. 
Adamson moved to Cedartown in 
1891. In 1896, 1904 and 1908 he 
was a delegate from Georgia to the 
republican. national convention, and 
in 1912 served as delegate from this 
state of the progressive party. 

Mr. Adamson, at the time of. his 
death, was vice president of the Lib- 
erty National bank at Cedartown, and 
organizer and president of the Cedar- 
town Land Company and the Cedar- 
town Cotton and Export Confpany. 
He also organized the Wayside Laun- 
dry Company in Cedartown and was 
instrumental in the establishment of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany plant there. ., 

His civic connections were numer- 
ous. He was a member of the Capi- 
tal City and Piedmont Driving Clubs, 
Atlanta; the Cherokee Club of Ce- 
dartown, the Coloniel Society: of Phil- 
adelphia, an honorary member of: the 
Exchange Club of Cedartown, trustee 
of the Hawkes Public library, ex- 
councilman, and a Mason. In addi- 
tion, he belonged to the Union League 
of Philadelphia and, the Sons of.the 
Revolution.

Adamson and Sarah Victorine Wright. 
He received his education in schools 
at Pernambuco, Brazil; Honolulu, 
University of Melbourne, Australia, 
and the University of Pennsylvania. 

He practiced law in Philadelphia 
from 1883 to 1890, and married Kath- 
erine Brand Cook, of Camden, N., J., 
in 1897. 

Mr. Adamson is survived by his 
widow; two daughters, Mrs. Donald 
Montgomery, of Washington, D. C., 
and Mrs. Katherine Munroe, of Cedar- 
town, and a son, Charles Adamson Jr., 
of Cedartown.

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PLAN TO CONDEM 
STE OF MEMORIAL 
BARRED BY RULING 


City. Attorney Mayson 
Holds That Atlanta’s 
Right Is Matter of Con- 
struction by Court. 


Proposed condemnation of Stone 
mountain by the borough of ‘Atlanta 
for a Confed@rate memorial struck a 
snig Tuesday when City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, in a letter to May- 
or James LL. Key advised that he 
could find no legal right for such 
procedure. 

“IT do not find any provision,” he 
wrote, “directly authorizing it to ex- 
ercise the power of eminent domain 
outside the limits of th city of At- 
lanta for park purposes.” 

Mayson -further advised that such 
powers can be granted by the state 
and recommends that before the city 
takes any steps towards securing the 
property through condemnation it 
should see]. a charter amendment from 
the legislature through which the city 
would be particularly empowered to 
t#ke over the property “for construc- 
tion and maintenance of parks, me- 
morials and simiiar public purposes,” 

Key had asked Mayson for a rul- 
ing as to the authority of the borough 
to condemn an undivided half interest 
in the property after he had received 
an unconditional deed from two of 


the heirs and been unable to obtain 
a similar title from the other two. 

“While there might be an implica- 
tion of such power,” Mayson ruled, 
“vet this is a matter of construction 
|and the court might decide for or 
against us.’ 

Carving Waits on Deed. 

Resumption of carving activities 
has awaited delivery of a deed in fee 
simple to Atlanta. 
and Mrs. Frank T. Mason, 
the heirs, have made such a deed,. but 
Mrs. Coribel Venable Orme and Mrs. 
Robert Venable Roper have declined 
to provide an unconditional deed de- 
manded by Key before attempting to 
refinance the carving. 

J. Lawrence McCord, chairman of 
a special committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, has been act- 
ing as a mediator in an effort to iron 
out the differences between Key and 
Mrs. Orme and Mrs. Roper, but thus 
far has been unsuccessful in having 
them agree to forego a clause provid- 
ing for reversion of the property to 
the heirs unless the work is com- 
pleted in 20 years. 

Key and his advisers claim any 
such condition would react to hamper 
proper financial arrangements’ to 
finance the work. 

Gutzon Borglum, original seulptor, 
has made several visits to Atlanta’ in 
recent months in the hope that aill 
differences would be cleared up and 
that work could be started again 
within the next few months. 

The mayor has stated that he be- 
lieves there wonld be little difficulty 
in raising sufficient funds to carry 
the projeet to rapid completion if the 
unconditional deed is filed. He also 
has guaranteed personally that the 
property will be turned back to the

Otherwise, he indicated, he would 
be forced to ask for the resignation 
of Dobbs,

J. Charlie Murphy, acting in the ab- 
rmence of Key. 

Key, suffering storaach trouble in 
the American hospital since he left 
the party of American mayors touring 
France at La Havre, had official. mat- 
ters at home thrust upon. him while 
he was still indisposed. He has been 
improving rapidly, however, and wil’ 
leave the hospital probably tomorrow. 
He praised Dobbs warmly when the 
United Pres@,correspondent asked him 


he felt sure that any difficulties would 
be settled. 

“When I appointed Mr. Dobbs as 
chairman of the Grady hospital trus- 
tees,” Key said, “I assumed ‘that he 
resided in Atlanta. I never was in- 
formed to the contrary. 

“I believe this is merely a techni- 
cal matter and that, because of Mr. 
Dobbs’. devotion to the hospital, it 
will be, settled. I feel sure his devo- 
tion t#® the work will cause him to 
comply with the law. 

“Tf not, however, I do not know 
anything to do but to comply with 
the law.”

Former Atlantan Dies 


In Five-Story: Plunge! 


CHICAGO, May 26.—()—J. C. 
Maile was killed tonight in a plunge 
to the ground from the roof of a five- 
story West Madison street hotel. Po- 
lice said they. believed he ee 
suicide.

Tax for Payment. 

“A tax for the payment of any 
| bonds shall be provided prior to their

in any one year forty (40c) cents on

“(f). An estimate of the cost of the | 


work outlined under this act, and any 
other information called for by said

“(g). All the work described in the 
foregoing paragraphs shall be subject 
to the ‘direction and supervision of 
the chief of construction of the city 
of Atlanta. 

Estimate of Receipts. 

“Section 5. The council shall each 
year cause an estimate to be made of 
the amount to be received during 
such year, from the taxes levied here-} 
under, and, also, make an estimate of 
the amount to be expended during the 
same year, and in no event shall they 
undertake to spend more than the 
amount estimated to be received. 
Said estimate of expenditures. shall 
be based upen the investigation which 
fairly sets out the possibility of the 
sum estimated to be received during 
said year. If said council make bills 
in excess of said estimated receipts, 
they shall individually be liable for 
same, and shall likewise be subject 
to removal from office on account of 
a violation of this provision. 

“Section 6. The council shall have 
full charge of the business, affairs, 
employes, property, plans, maps, and 
any and all other things connected 
with the affairs, business and work of 
said sanitary district, under the au- 
thority of this act. 

“In all this work, however, said 
council shall have the benefit of the 
advice and recommendations of the 
chief of construction of the city of 
Atlanta. 


“Section 7. Bond election shall be 
ordered by said council in the same 
manner as bond elections are ordered 
by municipalities. All the require- 
ments thereof as to resolutions, ad- 
vertisements, elections, etc., shall 
observed. Said council shall have full 
authority to establish voting  pre- 
cincts, appointing clerks, managers 
and furnishing all needed stationery 
for same, 


“Said council is authorized to meet 
following said elections, receive the 
return of said managers and declare 
the result. 

“In other wards, the same authori- 
ty is given to said council to call 
election, declare results as is given to 
municipalities under the laws of this 
state, 

“If said result is favorable, the 
same rules shall be observed as to 
validation of bonds, and, if validated, 
said council shall likewise have full 
authority to sell said bonds and use 
the proceeds as hereinbefore provided. 

“The council is further particularly 
authorized to establish a sinking fund 
and to use the proceeds of the tax 
levied, above provided for, with which 
to create a fund sufficient to meet 
the bonds and the interest thereon, 
as they mature. 

Authority of Council. 

“Section 8. If said bonds are voted, 
said council shall have full authority 
to have them printed, offered for sale 
and sold in such manner as their dis- 
cretion provides, and to sell same in 
the same manner as other municipal 
bonds are sold. 

“Said bonds, if voted, shall be sign- 
ed by the president and secretary of 
said council. If said officials can- 
not act, for any reason, the council 
shall designate other members. thereof 
to sign as president or secretary pro 
tem. The seal of said district is to 
be attached to said bonds as evidence 
that they were duly authorized. 

“Bonds may be issued, from time 
t> time, provided that the total 
amount of said bonds does not exceed 
7 per cent (7%) of the assessed value 
of the taxable property located in 
said sanitary district, and subject to 
all the other provisions of the stat- 
utes and constitution of the state of 
Georgia governing the issuance of 
bonds by counties, municipalities and 
other political divisions, and of sec- 
tion 3 of this act. 

“The said Atlanta sanitary district 
is hereby specifically declared to be a 
political division of the state of Geor- 
gia. 

“Section 9. All bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act shall be a 
lien upon the real and personal prop- 
erty located in said district, in the 
Same manner and to the same extent 
as the liens of municipal bonds are 
now fixed by the laws of this state. 

“Section 10. The council shall se- 
lect national banks located within 
said district as depositories of funds 
received by it from the sale of bonds, 
taxes, or otherwise, which shall be 
deposited in said selected bank in 
the name of the Atlanta sanitary dis- | 
trict and no funds shall be withdrawn 
from said bank except on check siga- 
el by the president and secretary of 
said council, and said check shall 
show not only the name of the payee 
but the purpose of the payment and 
to what account it goes. 

“If for any reason said officials 
cannot act, then said council shall, 
by resolution, designate other offi- 
tials to act for them pro-tempore. 

Engineers Under Board. 

“Section 11. The engineers of the 
municipalities above named, or the 
engineer employed by said council, 
shall, in addition to the work herein- 
before named, be subject to the direc- 
tion of said council, provided all the 
engineering work undertaken by said 
council shall receive the approval of 
the chief of. construction, in order 
that there may be uniformity through- 
out the entire construction. 

“Said council shall have full au- 
thority to pass by-laws governing the 
duties of the engineers assigned to it 
by said cities or the engineers em- 
ployed by it, or any other officials or 
employes or counsel it may secure. 

“Said council shall also have au- 
thority to provide rules and regula- 
tions governing the purchase of ma- 
terials, the employment of Jabor and 
any other matters connected with 
carrying into effect the purposes of 
this act, and securing the sanitation 
of said district and relieving same 
from the nuisances of open sewers or 
offensive sewage. 

“Said council shall have authority 
to permit any person owning prop- 


erty in said district to connect any 


struction owned by said city or county 
or governmental agency. _ 

“The council of Aflanta sanitary 
district are hereby directed and em- 
powered to investigate the conditions 
of the sewers, disposal plants and 
other sewer construction within its 


limits and see whether or not same 
are in good working condition. If not, 
to’ ascertain the cause thereof and 
either secure the removal of the in- 
efficiency of such sewers, or sewerage 


system, or plant, or take measures to > 


have same stopped, either by agree- 
ment with the party operating same 
or by appealing to the courts. In 
other words, the entire sewer question 
of said sanitary district is turned 
over to the council of the Atlanta 
sanitary system, and there are not 
only charged with the duty of putting 
in new sewers and plants, but to see 
that the old sewers and plants are 
working and, if not working, to see 
that they are either put out of com- 
mission or put in working order. 

“Section 14. The foregoing provi- 
sions are designed to give the council 
of the Atlanta sanitary district full 
power and authority to secure the 
sanitation thereof, in so far as same 
are effected by sewers or disposal 
plants or like construction. But, if 
the language used is not ample enough, 
it is hereby further. enacted that it 
is the purpose and intention of this 
act to give ample power to this said 
sanitary district to effectuate the 
purposes of this act. 

“Section 15. The list of the regis- 
tered voters of said district shall be 
made up as follows: 

“Said council shall, by appropriate 
resolution, provide for securing from 
the list of registered voters of the 
counties in which said district is lo- 
cated, a complete list of those who 
have registered and are entitled to 
vote in any state and county elec- 
tion in said counties in the year in 
which said registration list is made 
up. When a complete list of persons 
registered and entitled to vote in said 
counties who reside in said sanitary 
district has been completed, same shall 
constitute a permanent registration 
list of record of the voters residing 
in said sanitary district. Said council 
shall add to said registration list the 
names of those who subsequently reg- 
ister in the counties in which said 
district is located, so that it may, 
from year to year, constitute a com- 
plete list of those who have so regis- 
tered and are entitled to vote in any 
state and county election in which 
said voters reside. Said list to com- 
prise all the registered voters of said 
district, registered as above provided, 
and the names of those who have so 
registered shall be entered on the list 
of registered voters of said district, 
being renewed, from year to year, and 
the voters residing in said district, 
who have so registered, shall be de- 
clared the registered voters of said 
district, and the list so made up shall 
contitute the permanent registration 
list of the voters in said district and 
shall extend from year to year by 
the addition of new registration of 
voters residing in said district who 
have properly registered in the coun- 
ties in which they reside and are 
qualified to vote in state and county 
elections in such county. 

Transfer of List. 

“The purpose of this provision is 
to transfer to the permanent registra- 
tion list of said district all voters re- 
siding in said district who have reg- 
istered as voters in the counties in 
which they reside. 

“If Fulton county has a permanent 
registration list, the names thereon of 
parties who reside in said district 
shall be transferred to the list of per- 
manent voters in said district who re- 
side in Fulton county. If the other 
counties, to-wit: DeKalb and Clay- 
ton, have similar permanent registra- 
tion lists, the same shall be done. If 
they have not such permanent lists, 
then the last registration list of voters, 
voters residing in said district, shall 
be used as the list of registered voters 
in said district, residing in such coun- 
ties and shall form the basis of a 
permanent registration of such voters 
in said counties who reside in said 
district. 

“As to all such registration, parties 
who move away, die or otherwise are 
disqualified to vote, shall be taken 
therefrom when the attention of coun- 
cil is called thereto’ 

“Likewise, all persons whose names 
are improperly omitted from said reg- 
istration lists, shall have their names 
added thereto in such way as council 
may provide. Council shall provide 
not only for the original list or of 
registered voters but for additions 
thereto and purging same, and making 
out lists thereof for any election that 
may be called in said district and do 
any and 
be necessary to secure full registra- 
tion of all voters residing in said dis- 
trict who may desire to vote at any 
election called therein under the pro- 
visions of this act, and as provided 
by the law of this state governing reg- 
istration of voters. 

“Section 16. Said council shall have 
authority to divide said district into 
wards or sections. If the owners of 
acreage in any ward or section, so 
provided, shall file a petition having 
thereon the names of the owners of at 
least fifty-one (51) per cent of the 
acreage thereim asking that the sew- 
er, either trunk or lateral, be con- 
structed therein running through said 
district and out of said district to an 
outfall or dispo#al plant, said council 
shall have authority to order said 
sewer laid and to assess the cost there- 
of upon the land located in such ward 
or section in the proportion that the 
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sewers constructed by virtue of this 
act, provided said person shall pay 
to the credit of the Atlanta sanitary 
district a sum of money proportionate

“Section 12, The council, in the & 


name of and acting for the Atlanta 
sanitary district, shall have authority 
to condemn a right of way or ease-

The 
necessity therefor is to be adjudged by 
said council, and their decision shall 
be judicial. 

“The council, by agreement with 
any city or county or any other pub- 
lic agency, may take possession of or 
acquire by condemnation, or in any 
other manner allowed by law, any 
sewers or sewerage systems, or sew- 
age disposal or treatment plant, or

“Section’ 13. Every city, county or

The British intelligence service, 
the great international police organi- 
zation that has its secret agents in 
every capital of the world and that 
stretches its tentacles, octopus-like, to 
every nook and corner of the globe,

The accusation 1s made in a pon- 
derous book that appeared in Paris 
and that has created a somber sensa- 
tion in political circles both here and 
in London.

The book has a vigorous supporting 
preface by Stephane Lauzanne, editor- 
in-chief of Le Matin, one of the fore- 
most Parisian newspapers. 


The ook accuses the British in- 
telligence service of having fomented 
the bloody uprising of the Djebel 
Druses against French authority in 
Syria, of having been deeply impli- 
cated in the resistance of Abd-El-Krim 
in Morocco and of working persistent- 
ly and with all its power against 
French interests in the near east 
and the far east.

Ala. Power Company | 
Ordered To Rebate 


MOBILE, Ala., May 26.—(4)—The 
Alabama court of appeals at Mont- 
gomery late today upheld the City of 
Mobile’s contention that its citizens 
are entitled to refunds from the Ala- 
bama Power Company estimated to 
aggregate $150,000 because of the 
levying of excessive rates against 
them before the present statewide uni- 
form rates were promulgated. 

The appellate court sustained a de- 
cision handed down in the circuit 
court of Mobile several months ago 
by Judge F. W. Hare. of Monroeville, 
presiding, as a special trial jurist in 
the refund suit against the utility.

It was a woman who opened the eyes of America 
to the Red Cross movement, who finally, through her 
personal efforts and determination, secured national 
recognition of the Red Cross, so that the American 
National Association of the Red Cross was founded in 
1881, and the following year the United States adopt- 
ed the International Treaty of Geneva. This woman 
who raised the banner of the Red Cross high over 


She did not come to the task of founding the 
American Red Cross untried or untested, for she was 
a crusader in one of the underlying principles of the 
Red Cross movement—that of bringing aid 
wounded on the battlefield, whether of friend or foe.

that Wright, “by undisputed testi- 
mony,” was shown to be. an atheist. 
The woman was sentenced to 
years. 

Presiding Judge Charles Bricken 
and Associate Judge .James Rice, in 
reversing the original decision handed 
down recently by Associate Judge W. 
H. Sanford, held that “though to say. 
‘there is no God,’ proves one a fool 
oie. aecek..it does not deprive him of 
his heritage as a citizen, nor of his 
standing as one ofthe ‘free’ and one 

the ‘brave.’ 
Judge Sanford, in again declaring 
that Wright’s testimony should not 
have been admitted at the trial, held 
that “the whole fabric of the nation 
is. founded on the belief in a Supreme 
Being,” and that the testimony of a 
man who “does not belieye’in a re- 
ward for the faithful and punishment 
for the wicked,” could not be admit- 
ted as testimony given under oath.
